Diphtheria Also Vanishes From County 


Polio disappeared from Bucks 
County in 1937 according to the 
annual 
report 
of 
the 
Bucks 
County Department of Health 
submitted at the regular meet­ 
ing of the board in Doylestown 
yesterday. No cases of polio 
were reported for 1957. 
Dr. 
H. Jackson 
Davis, de­ 
partm ent director said the per­ 
fect polio record com pared with 
60 cases and one death in 1954, 
IO cases an done death in 1953, 
and seven cases and no deaths 
in 1956. 
None of the 1956 polio victims 
had received Salk vaccine. 
Dr. William I. Westcott, Doy­ 
lestown. chairman of the board, 
said the administration of the 


health department ir 1957 spent 
only t wo thirds of the sum ap­ 
propriated by the county com­ 
missioners. 
The remaindei of the budget 
will be held over as a surplus. 
The report said streptococcus 
infections such as scarlet fever, 
and septic sore throat decreas­ 
ed to 63 during 1957 from 136 
the previous year.
